Arrival of a Rhinoceros in New 
York. — The Evening Post, of Juno 22d, 
SQVS : — Tho first rhinoceros which has ap- 
peared in this country for twenty years 
was lauded this morning from tho steamer 
Union, which arrived at Hoboken hist 
Saturday from Bremen.

As his daily food ho eats 
two bsshels of corn, one oL-natfttaas^aS^ 
threo hundred pounds of hay, drinking 
fifteen to twenty buckets of water. Tho 
present specimen is of the black Asiatic 
kind, which is very nioroso and sullen, 
and subject to sudden and violent fits of 
fury, cuusiiiK him to rush indiscriminately 
at any object in his path. Tho horn on 
his uoso is a formidable weapon.

The First Daily Paper.— The British 
journal entitled to this description was 
The Daily Courant, commenced on the 
Ilthof March, 1702, by "E Mallont, 
ugainst tbe Ditch at Fleet Bridge," a 
site, wc presume, very near that of the 
present Times oilico. It was a single 
page of two columns, and professed solely 
to give foreign news, the editor or pub- 
lisher further assuring his readers that he 
would not take upon himself to give any 
comments of his own, "supposing other 
people to bnvo senso enough to make re- 
flections for themselves." The Daily 
Courant veiy soon passed into tho hands 
of Samuel Buckley, "at tho sign of tho 
Dclphiu in Little Britain" — a publisher 
of som o litcrury attainments, who after- 
wards became the printer of the Spectator, 
aud pursued on tho whole a useful und 
respectable career. As a curious trait 
of tho practices of the government of 
G'-orge I., we have Buckley entered in a 
list of persons laid before a Secrotary of 
State (1T24), as "Buckley, A.men»corner, 
the worthy printer of thu Gazelle — well 
affected;" ('. c, well affected to the Han* 
orer succession, a point of immense con* 
sequence at that epoch. The Daily 
Courant was in 1135 absorbed in tho 
Daily Gazetteer.— History of British 
Journalism.

The Rtcamcr George S Wright arrived from 
Sitka and way portH ycsienlay morning after 
u pleasant trip of throe weeks. SLe brought 
r. small freight of furs and oils and about 10 
passengers Emon^st whom was His Lord-hip 
Bishop Bills. Sho tulsos eight non-resideut 
ptissongcrH from this place to Portland. 'J'he 
Wiogerl Arrow, Irom Kcdiack was at Sitka ; 
the bark Delaware eailoJ thence lor San Fran-, 
cisco on the 18ih inst. The Wright did cot 
see the wreck of the SaWBDee, tie she rotui ned 
by the same paseugo which sho wont up, which 
is about live miles to tho north of tho wreck. 
News of the loss was first heard at about 
22 miles north, but tho Wright passed 
within (ivo miles of tho wreck on July 9Ui, 
about two hours after the Suwanco elruek ; 
sho heard no siguul ot distress. Tho New 
World nud threoe schooners were at tho 
wreck; one of tho schooners was ctovo in 
while removing the heavy guns. The In- 
dians ore reported to b?. having a rich bur" 
vest, looting everything they oun put their 
hands upon.
